The Baltimore City Department of Transportation (BCDOT) is requesting an amendment to the FY2022-

FY2025 TIP for the following project: 

12-1205-12 – The ongoing project titled Central 

Avenue Phase II (TIP ID 12-1205-12) in Baltimore City was included in the FY 2012-2015 TIP and is 

currently under construction.

The Maryland Department of Transportation (MDOT) requests on behalf of the MDOT State
